Blood donations are made 
on a voluntary basis, but it is 
hecessary to ourselves, our 
loved ones, and our community. 
Statistics show that only one in 
ten of us willever havea need 
for additional blood. But, - 
THINK ON THIS: _ Statistics 
cannot show who will be that 
one in ten. 

All local citizens are urged 
to attend and helpthe Elba area 
reach their alloted quota of 
donations 
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.WHO MAY GIVE BLOOD? 


Q. Who can give blood? 

A. Any person age 17 through 
65 who is in good health and 
weighs 110 pounds or more. 
17-year-olds require paren- 
tal consent. 


Q. How, often may one give 
blood? 

A. Once every eight weeks, but 
not more than five times in 
any 12-month period. 


Q. Can pregnant women do- 
nate blood? 


A. No. Mothers may donate 6 


months after delivery. 


Q. Should a donor avoid cer- 
tain foods bec. e giving blood? 


A. Yes. During a four-hour 


period before his donation, a 
donor should avoid heavy, fatty 
foods. Included are eggs, fatty 
meats,-cream, gravy, salad 
dressing, butter and fried 
foods. The donor should have 
eaten in the last 4-6 hours 
prior to donation. 


Q. Should a donor avoid any 
foods after donating blood? 

A. No. Return toa normal diet 

and drink lots of fluids 


Q. What precautions are ob- 
served for the donor's safety? 
A. Each donor relates certain 
facts of his medical history 

A nurse asks him about past 
illnesses, His blood pres- 

sure, temperature, pulse, 
weight and hemoglobin level 
are determined 


Q. How long after an in- 
jection must a donor wait be- 
fore giving blood? . 

A. Twenty-four hours must 
elapse after shots for polio, 
flu, ete. After penicillin a 
two-weeks wait is required. If 
long-acting penicillin is used, 
four weekS must elapse be- 
fore donating 


Q. Can a person who has had 
malaria donate blood? 

A. Yes, this is a new chahge 
Individuals who have had ma- 
laria can donate for plasma 
during a three-year period 
after the last attack of ma-

laria and no restrictions af- 
ter three years. Individuals 
stationed in Southeast Asia 
and/or having taken Malaria 
drugs also have the same re- 
Strictions as those who have 
had malaria. 


Q. How long after surgery must 
a person wait before donating 
blood? 

A. After major surgery a six- 
month period of waiting is 
required. 


Q. How long musta person wait 
after taking. antibiotics? 
A. A minimum of two weeks 


Q. Does giving blood harm a 
person? 

A. No. One day after donating 
a pint of blood the donor’s body 
replaces the fluid content. In 
30 days all the red cells are 
replaced. 


Q. Can a person who has a 
cold donate blood? 

A. No, not untilall cold symp- 
toms are gone.

UTILITY AUDIT RELEASED 


A review of the Water and 
Electric Board audit for last 
year does not bring up any sur- 
prises. The operating expen- 
ses jumped for this department 
as it did withalmost every pub- 
lic and private business. The 
largest single increase was in 
the purchase .of electricity 
from Alabama Electric Co-op - 
an increase of over $229,000 
over the previous year. In 
the 1974 audit the cost of 
electricity was $386,:108.79 and 
in. 1975 it increased to 
$516,174.60. .This increase 
was in spite of the slowdown 
in the economy that actually cut 
back on the usage of electric 
current. 

The Board had sales total- 
ing $849,530.61 during the 
year, which is an increase of 
about, $180,000 over the pre- 
vious year. This figure’ in- 
cludes late charges, water tap 
fees, and other miscellaneous 
sources of income 

Operating expenses total- 
ed $796,863.14 for the year, 
which is also an increase over 
the past year. After adding

loans and outstanding bonds, 
the Board showed a profit of 
$16,000 This amount plus 
about $2,000 more was trans- 
ferred to the City of Elba to 
operate the City. 

A quick look at the bonded 
indebtedness of the Board 
shows over a million dollars 
due on bonds sold from 1948 
through 1973. However, re- 
serve funds required by the 
bondholders hold over $600,000 
cutting the real debt to less 
than $450,000. 

The Board is attempting to 
secure low interest loans to 
carry out much needed im- 
provements in the electrical 
system, and just recently was 
given estimates of $50,000 to 
make some corrections in the 
water wells caused by the drop- 
ping of the water tables by 
about 28 feet. Board members 
expressed hope that federal 
help can be gotten on the water 
problem even though they have 
refused help on the electrical 
improvement

is a child or an adult. Chil- 
dren's vests (pictured) come in 
two weight categories: (1) for 
persons weighing under 50 
pounds, and (2) for persons 
weighing 50 to 90 pounds. Spe 
cial purpose buoyant devices 
(pictured) now come in three 
sizes for children: under 30 
pounds; between 30 and 50 
pounds; and between 50 and 
90 pounds. A child should 
be provided with a size that 
will fit snugly enough to pre- 
vent him or her from slipping 
out, An adult should never try 
to get by with a child's device 
Also, the type of clothing that 
is to be worn under the device

WORK RELEASE IN ALABAMA 


Alabama’s prison system 
has for some time faced 
very serious problems both 
in terms of physical facili- 
ties and in overall success in 
treatment or rehabilitation of 
inmates.

work release produced 
$256,000. This money was 
obtained from the mandatory 
deduction of 25 percent of 
each Work Releasee’s salary. 
No money is directly appro- 
priated to operate the work 
release program. All funding 
comes from the Law Enforce- 
ment Planning Agency, Board 
of Correction appropriated 
funds, revenue sharing, and 
money produced by the pro- 
gram itself (25 percent de- 
duction). 


A very valuable, positive 
factor in the work release 
program is that selected in- 
carcerated individuals can 
contribute to the cost of 
their confinement and also 
provide monetary assistance 
to themselves and their fam- 
ilies. Well-documented  evi- 
dence continues to show that 
inmates participating in work 
release have far fewer encoun- 
ters with the law after prison 
and that their post-prison 
adjustment is much better 
that that of non-work re- 
leasees and_includes spend- 
ing significantly more time 
with the family and at work. 


Though by no means to- 
tally successful, the work 
release program has the po- 
tential of substantially im- 
proving the quality of 
treatment for a portion of 
Alabama’s offenders and at 
the same time improving our 
penal system. In my opinion, 
it deserves our attention 
and support. (If you have 
any questions concerning 
work-release, please contact 
me at Room 201, State 
Capitol, Montgomery, Ala.)

SELECTIVE SERVICE SYSTEM 
BUDGET SHOULD BE MAINTAINED 


In 1971, after extend- 
ed debate and with many 
questions only partially 
answered, Congress ap- 
proved legislation creating 
an all-volunteer army. The 
draft was phased out and 
the Selective Service 
System was placed on a 
standby position in which 
its machinery would be 

‘ready to go into im- 
meditate operation in the 
event of a national 


emergency. 
But the President, 
reportedly acting on the 


recommendation of his Of- 
fice of Management and 
Budget, is expected to ask 
Congress to reduce the 
Selective Service System's 
1977 fiscal year budget 
from its $28 million re- 
quest to $6 million. 

Aan CULE Ot. cathis 
magnitude would, in ef- 
fect, reduce the Selective 
Service System to a mere 
paper agency, It would ef- 
fectively destroy the 
safeguards which Congress 
has provided because at 
least six months would be 
required to bring Selective 
Service back up to an ef- 
fective level of operation in 
the event of a national 
emergency. 

On such a limited budget, 
the System could not 
possibly register and 
classify the 1.7 million men 


each year who reach age 
18, as it is required to do 
by law. 

The Selective Service 
System performed an 
outstanding job during 
World War 41 and then 
from the Korean Conflict 
until 1971, meeting the 
manpower needs of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force 
in an orderly, efficient 
manner, In its present 
standby status it is ready to 
do so again should the 
need arise, although we 
hope and pray it never will 
be necessary. 

But to reduce its fun- 
ding to $6 million would 
gut the entire program, 
leaving little more than a 
skeleton operation. 

Strength is the one 
thing that the Communist 
world understands and 
respects. They take every 
reduction in the United 
States’ defense capabilities 
as a sign of weakness on 
our part, and almost every 
cutback in our defense 
spending is met with an in- 
crease by the Russians. 

It is my belief that the 
only sure way for us to en- 
joy peace and protect our 
freedom is by strengthen- 
ing those agencies and 
Organizations which con- 
tribute to our national 
defense, not by weakening 
them,

Researchers at the London 
School of Hygiene and Tropical 
Medicine studied the incidence 
of pneumonia and bronchitis 
among thousands of children 
in their early years. They 
found that youngsters in the 
first year of life had a higher 
rate of these two diseases if 
their parents smoked. The 
rate was highest when both 
parents smoked, somewhat 
less when only one parent 
smoked, and lowest when both 
parents were nonsmokers. 

Tiny lungs have trouble 
protecting themselves. Ciga- 
rette smoke generated by 
parents’ smoking actually 
doubled the risk of an infant's 
attack of pneumonia and bron- 
chitis, particularly inthe first 
year of life, ‘‘say the re- 
searchers, ‘‘can still result in 
infant death despite prompt 
and vigorous treatment.’’ The 
warning is chilling. 

Children who have respira- 
tory illness in the first year 
of life, the researchers Say, 
have also been found to be 
subject to chronic respirato 
diseases later in lite. 

Another major study showed 
that respiratory illness among 
children were twice as 
common when the parents 
smoked at home compared to 
kids who had nonsmoking 
parents.

Help! 

That's what many Coffee 
County vegetable gardeners 
are going to need this spring 
as they go about growing some 
of their own food supply 

And, as it has been for 
over half a century, help is as 
near as the local county Ex- 
tension office, located at New 
Brockton 

For people who want to 
know what to plant, when and 
how to do it, County Extension 
Chairman Tom Casaday has 
some encouraging words. 

“Our goal is to provide 
timely, accurate information to 
every Coffee County gardene; 
who wants it,” said Casaday. 
“We know that a lot of money 
will be invested in vegetable 
gardens this year, nottémen- 
tion the hard work that will go 
into them, so we want all gar- 
deners to know that they can 
turn to us for help.” 

Casaday said the county 
Extension office had been 
stocked with extra copies of 
free how-to-do-it publications 
in anticipation of a big demand 
for vegetable gardening infor- 
mation. 

“We urge you to get your 
publications or other garden- 
ing information early. It'll 
help you get off to a good start,, 
and prevent some _ potential 
problems,” said Casaday. 

By far the most popular 
publication available at the 
County Extension Office has 
been the “Vegetable Garden 
Handbook,” a 28-page publica- 
tion authored by Perry Smith, 
Extension vegetable horticul- 
turist ‘at Auburn University. 


The publication deals with 
location, equipment, planning, 
soil management, planting 
times, varieties, seeding. 
transplanting, weed cuntrol, 
irrigation, nematodes,  dis- 
eases, and harvesting. 

Casaday said that if you 
picked up the “Vegetable Gar- 
den Handbook” last year, you 
won’t need another copy be- 
cause no changes in content 
have been made. 

Also extremely popular is 
a pamphlet entitled “Home 
Gardening In South Alabama,” 
which tells the recommended 
varieties, planting dates, seed- 
ing rates and spacing for 33 
vegetables grown in this area 
of the state. 

Other free publications 
which Coffee County gardeners 
might want to pick up are “In- 
sect Control in the Home Gar- 
den,” “Nematode Controlinthe 
Home Garden,” and “Alabama 
Gardener’s Calendar.”

On one wall of the store 
was stacked several bags of 
feed and its rather pleasant 
odor dominated the store.

I talked with some Georgia 
peanut producers over in Al- 
bany this week. Believe me, 
those Georgia farmers are 
proud of the record thev have 
made in peanut production. I 
talked with one young farmer 
who lives near Bainbridge in 
Decatur County, and he aver- 
aged 4400 pounds per acre on 
a 410- acre allotment. They 
were prepared to irrigate these 
peanuts but did not have to 
irrigate in 1975. 

Georgia farmers brag a 
little on the fact that they 
make more peanuts than we 
do in Alabama. And I am not 
complaining about this. Ac- 
tually, they are just stating 
facts. However, inrecent years 
peanut producers in the Wire- 
grass are closing the gap, 
and there is not as much dif- 
ference in the yields as there 
were. 


IRRIGATION 

Grady Croft, who lives over 
in Newville in Dale County, 
is high on irrigation. He spoke 
to a group of our farmers just 
recently at the Farm Center 
in New Brockton about the value 
of irrigation. He said, “If I 
could not irrigate my 360 acres 
of peanuts, I would cut my acres 
back to about half of whatlam 
doing at the present time.” 

Croft came to Dale County 
about eight years ago and 
bought a farm. He had several 
years of irrigation experience 
in Plant City, Florida, in the 
truck crop business. He had 
some of his own equipment. He 
understood irrigation and put 
it to good use in Alabama 

Mrs. Vilettia Bailey, who 
farms in the Curtis Commun- 
ity, is interested in irrigation 
and will probably get some 
units started this year. Ken- 
neth Sanders in the Roeton 
Community is already irrigat- 
ing. Joe McDaniel and his dad 
and brothers are also doing 
some irrigating and several 
others.

Planned Tightening Of 


Controls To Curb Abuses 


Citing alleged wide-spread 
violations of the present pea- 
nut marketing program, the 
U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture (USDA) today announced 


Apply And

Mr. Farmer, can you 
afford to farm your land on 
the contour? 

The answers to these 
questions would he based on 
opinions in most cases. Soil 
Conservation practices. But 
what proof can be offered? 

Conservationists believe 
that ‘‘it pays’’ to apply and 
maintain conservation practi- 
ces . But what proof can be 
offered? 

The old adage that ‘the 
proof of the pudding is in the 
eating’’ might take on new 
meaning when Stated ‘‘conser- 
vation farmer net more 
money’’. To prove this state- 
ment, however, is not always 
easy, particularly on a year- 
to-year basis. Ifconservation 
is to pay immediate returns, 
it must do more than stop 
erosion-it must also increase 
yielis. And yield increases 
may not occur the first year 
after a conservation practice 
is applied. 

One practice tested recently 
by the USDA Sedimentation 
Laboratory at Oxford, 

did bring first year results 
No-till soybeans (beans plan- 
ted directly through previous 
crop residues) reduced annual 
soil loss to 0.% tons per acre 
compared to 8.8 tons per acre 
from conventional _ tillage 
(1970-73 average). Total nit- 
rogen (N) and phosphorus (P) 
losses from no-till soybeans 
were 4.2 and 2.5 pounds per 
acre, respectively, compared 
to 41.4 and 15.7 pounds per 
acre from conventional 
tillage 

To say it another way, 
nitrogen losses were tentimes 
greater and phosphorus losses 
six times greater on conven- 
tionally tilled soybeans com- 
pared to no-till soybeans. 

In this case, the profit 
was in the fertilizer that 

Stayed on the land. Conserv- 
ation per se is good, but it 
does not always pay off for 
the one who applies it. Con- 
servation is needed to protect 
a diminishing resource - - it 
is also needed to increase 
net income to the farmer 

More research is needed 
to put dollar values on con- 
servation practices. Soil 
Conservationists believe ‘‘it 
pays”’ Do you? Contact 
your nearest Soil Conser- 
vation' Service office and let 
them prove it to you.

istrative controls to curb 
program abuses. Among the 
proposals under consideration 
are aerial inspections of each 
peanut farm and the complete 
ground measurement of peanut 
fields during the 1976 growing 
season 

The current national average 
peanut support price of 
$394.50 per ton serves as 
an incentive to some pro- 
ducers to exceed-the market- 
ing quota allotments stipulated 
in the peanut program. The 
proposed administrative 
checks would lead to fewer 
violations since conviction 
carries support price for 
peanuts in excess of theallot- 
ment. For the 1976 crop, 
this penalty was 14.8 cents

per pound. in addition, a 
guilty producer may have his 
allotment reduced for the 
following year. 

USDA net expenditures for 
the peanut price support 
program have risen from 
$34.8 million in fiscal year 
1970 to $121.2 million in fiscal 
year 1975. While much of 
this rise is a result of in- 
creased per-acre yields and 
a steadily rising payment 
“escalator”’ clause, a portion 
is a direct result of producers 
overplanting their allotments. 

A USDA investigation is 
currently underway in Telfair 
County, Georgia, following re- 
ports of alleged program 
violations. Two Telfair 
County officials of USDA’s 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service--the 
agency responsible for admin- 
istering the peanut program 
have been suspended pending 
the outcome of that investi- 
gation. USDA plans further 
investigations in other peanut 
1976.

LEGUMES MANY ADVANT- 
AGES 

The high cost of nitrogen 
has made clovers and other 
legumes more attractive to 
the farmers of Coffee County. 
Many of the catile farmers 
in the county hav already got 
clover in most of their past- 
ures. Over seeding pastures 
with clovers can save valuable 
time and money because the 
grass needs very little addi- 
tional fertilizer where le- 
gumes exist. Some other ob- 
served advantages of clovers 


and legumes are that they 
improve forage quality -- give 
more milk, produce better 
daily gains and improve con- 
ception rates; extend grazing 
season and may reduce feed 
cost per animal unit. 

Knowing your soils are 
important when planting legu- 
mes. Clovers perform poorly 
in extremely sandy soils 
where very droughty condi- 
tions exist, but in most areas 
in the county they will do well. 
Look at your neighbors’ pas- 
tures, if they have clovers

If you have a wet place then 
white clover will do better than 
the other clovers. Ball, White, 
Crimson, and Yuchi Arrowleaf 
are the most common grown 
clover in Coffee County. 

There are some problems, 
however, that you have to 
watch with legumes. Legumes 
production is variable and 
some years fertilization may 
be required.

These farmers 
say they think the savings 
im time and fertilizer and 
better grazing quality are the 
important things.

People who write their own 
wills often have a weakness for 
flowery phrases. Unfortunately, 
literary style does notycount in 
the interpretation of legal docu- 
ments. Take the case of a well- 
meaning widow who left “all my 
worldly possessions” to a beloved 
friend. 

Clearly, this included her per- 
sonal belongings. But did it also 
include a sizeable piece of real 

estate that she owned? 


Several relatives turned up in 
court, insisting they were entitled 
to the realty, After years of litiga- 
tion, the beloved friend lost out, 
The court said that, as nearly as 
it could figure out from the con- 
text, the widow had not intended 
the disputed language to cover 
real estate. 

In another homemade will case, 
the phrase “personal things” 
proved to be a stumbling block, 
A woman left “my jewelry and 
other personal things” to her two 
sisters. 

But a brother promptly laid 
claim. to her stocks, bonds, and 
cash, Which he said were not “per- 
sonal things.” However, there was 
evidence that the woman had 
often spoken of the securities and 
the money as her “things.”

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City Council Adjourns In 


It is virtually impossible 
to write a story giving an ac- 
curate report on the details 
of the Elba City Council meet- 
ing Tuesday night ofthis week. 
The meeting was rather rou- 
tine until about ten minutes 
after nine when the discussion 
‘turned to the need for more 
revenue to operate the City 
(1¢ sales tax). 

The discussion opened with 
a motion to put on the addi- 
tional tax and earmark 10% 
of it for the hospital and 10%, 
of it for the schools. This 
motion by Councilman Way- 
land Sharpless died for lack 
of a second and from there 
the action bounced around with 
motions, amendments and dis- 
cussions of proper procedure 
and finally an adjournment 
without completing the bal- 
ance of the business on the 
agenda. 

It took Mayor Sawyer’s 
legal two votes to get even an 
adjournment motion passed at 
11:30 p.m. 

Councilman Charles Ellis 
expressed an opinion that the 
$70,000 deficit could be over- 
come by cutting back in most 
departments but he heard ar- 
guments that such a cut would 
curtail services more thanthe 
people wanted. He was told 
that many citizens had told 
councilmen they wanted the 
police department to main- 
tain the same high efficiency 
they presently have. City 
Clerk Jack Prescott told the 
council the street department 
had a stack of backed up work- 
orders ten or twelve inches 
high and all needed handling. 

Judging from motions made 
and seconded, four members 
of the council favored the ad- 
ditional tax and Ellis favor- 
ed trying the cutback first. 
Apparently the reason the tax 
wasn’t passed was the idea 
of earmarking part of the 
revenue for schools and hos- 
pitals when no formal request 
had been made by either. 

Once a motion to add the 
tax was on the floor and was 
headed to passage, an amed- 
ment to earmark parts of it 
was added by Councilman Ron- 
nie Vaughan and was se- 
conded by Ellis. At that point 
Councilman Virgil Coleman 
withdrew the motion. It was 
later determined that Ellis’ 
idea was to add the admend- 
ment, knowing that the maj- 
ority would not vote in favor 
of the amended motion. 

Ellis then offered ‘a lengthy 
motion mandating a 10% cut 
in all departments except the 
fire department. Sharpless at- 


moved.
